MURDER REVEL 
YIELDS 8 DEAD 
ON DAKOTA FARM 


Bismarck, N. D., April 24. — The 
bodies of Jacob Wolff, his wife, their 
four children, a farm laborer, and an- 
other man were found today on the 
Wolff farm, three miles north of Turtle 
Lake, McLean county, by a neighbor. 
Most of them had been slain apparently 
with shotguns, but a bloody .hatchet 
found in the ‘cellar may also have 
been used by the murderer or mur-; 
derers. 
When John Kraft, a neighbor, en- 
tered a barn on the farm he found 
the bodies of Wolff and one of his 
daughters lying on the floor. Not see- 
ing the rest of the family, Kraft went 
down into the basement, where he 
found the bodies of Mrs. Wolff, the 
other children, and the farm laborer. 
Later the eighth body was found. 
There was no evidence of any strug- 
gle, and as Wolff is not known to have 
had any enemies the sheriff's office is 
unable to offer any theory for the 
tragedy. 
The only member of the family that 
escaped was the youngest child, a baby 
girl just past her first birthday. *The 
child was almost famished, indicating 
that the murders had been committed 
at least twenty-four hours before. | 
Wolff was about 45 years old and was 
popular in Turtle Lake. He was last 
seen alive Thursday morning by a 
neighbor. *

Prospects of industria! depression 
are looming, due to crippled railroad 
facilities, Chicago manufacturers, mer- 
chants arfd labor leaders who have an 
eve on affairs are saying. 

‘Yransportation was on crutches hob- 
bling a mile behind traffic demands 
before the “rebel” yardmen’s strike 
snot it all to pieces; and when the 
roads get back to normal] it will take 
weeks for industry to recover from the 
walkout. 

Smokeless factory chimneys and un- 
employment in the east are backing 
up into the Chicago region, due to 
vanishing supplies and the piling up of 
finished output. To the west and t 
south, traffic is reported practically 
normal. But eastwards the great con- 
gested industrial districts are still in a 
freight tangle. 


250,000 Steel Workers Ide. 


In the Pennsylvania steel and iron 
regions, according to some estimates, 
more than 250,000 workers are idle. 
Ohio is one big muddle. Michigan is a 
procession of factories either idle or 
running on part time. One trade au- 
thority estimates that in the auto- 
mobile industry alone 300,000 men are 
out of employment between New York 
and Chicago. 

In Gary, 12,000 men were laid off 
the first week of the strike—no sup- 
plies. In Hammond plants closed 
down. The great Calumet industrial 


sector as a whole has reduced its op-/ 


erations, meaning men out of work 
and reduced production. 

In Chicago itself many plants have 
been skimping along either with small 
supplies of materials or reduced coal 
bins, which mean power. Some have 
reduced their forces. In some sections 
men are looking for work instead of 
jobs looking for men. 


Business Brisk. 


Atl the business in the world is in, 
sight; orders are piled up in the card 
indexes and the looseleaf books; every- 
body is claméring fot” deliveries, yet 
production, already suffering from re- 
Stricted output, is slowed up still 
farther for lack of supplies. There are 
tremendous accummulations of work, 
but little to work with. 

Both merchants and manufacturers 
have been slow in stocking up at the 
prevailing fancy prices for two reasons: 
Because there is a widespread belief 
that a general tumble in prices is due 
within six months or so, and because 
the purchasing power of the consuming 
public will shrink if industry tempo- 
rarily goes into the doldrums.

Their demands for vari- 
ous increases had been ignored by the 
Railway Managers’ association, they 
said. There was talk of a bolt from 
the organization and the calling of a 
strike, despite the fact that their de- 
mands are before the federal ‘wage 


board. 
Leaders Make Pleas. 
Four leaders of the brotherhood 
made impassioned pleas, telling’ them 
of the folly of a walkout at this time.

C. P. Herman read a telegram from

A NEW DAWN FOR THE 
MIDDLE CLASSES. 


Mr. Chauncey M. Depew, speaking from the van- 
tage point of 86 years, urges the formation of “a 
defensive union of the millions of middle class men 
and women throughout the country.” Mr. Depew 
has been a picturesque national figure for more 
than half a century. In the réle of Apollo driving 
the flaming chariot of the sun, which is to bring a 
new dawn for the bourgeoisie, he assumes new 
interest. He lends color to the day which is al- 


The fact that the sun is coming above the a 
‘is revealed by a study of world developments over 
the last six months. The white collar job holder, 
the salariat, the small tradesman and professional 
worker, and even in some cases the farmer, living 
in the No Man’s Land between organized labor and 
capital, have for five years been suffering under 
the fire of the opposing forces. They "have seen 
wealth amassed on one side and wages going up 
on the other, while the only advance which touched 
them was the advance in the cost of living. 


But they have been learning from adversity. Not 
long ago the increase of rents in New Jersey forced 
the organization of what may be considered the 
first middle class union. The tenants’ association 
there called a strike which brought landlords to 
their knees, New York promptly organized. Its 
tenants’ association forced the passage of such 
drastic laws for the regulatjon of rentals that they 
threaten to put the landlords almost out of busi- 
ness in that metropolis. Whether or not the laws 
are economically correct, they prove the strength 
of the middle class union. Recently tenants have 
organized in Chicago, and are now perfecting and 
consolidating their union. Already | they have 
shown some power. Doubtless they will show more. 


This movement illustrates the possibilities of or- 
ganization in the middle classes, Other incidents 
show the strength of the great body of American 
citizens even when unorganized. Public opinion, 
it is widely conceded, caused the collapse of the 
steel strike. Public opinion forced the passage of 
the Esch-Cummins railroad bill over the opposition 
of the American Federation of Labor. Public 


opinion, it seems, is oringing an end to the railroad 
strike. 


Nowhere in the world and at no time in history 
has the bourgeoisie been so beaten down as under 
bolshevik rule in Russia. To be of the middle class 
there was to be marked for death. Yet, though the 
bolsheviki still rule, the bourgeoisie are again lift- 
ing their heads. According to recent estimates by 
Russian soviet officials, the codperative societies 
which represent the producing organization of the 
soviet government are furnishing about 28 per 
cent of the essentials of life to the Russian people, 
The central government is furnishing 2 per cent. 
Private enterprise is furnishing 70 per cent. This 
private enterprise represents the new bourgeoisie. 
Laws and bayonets to the contrary notwithstand-

$4,000,000,000 TO PHILANTHROPY. 


Statistics collected and tabulated by the New 
York Times reveal about four billion dollars col- 
lected or in process of collection since 1915 for war 
organization, Red Cross, religious and educational 


interesting sidelight upon the high cost of living. 
When one remembers that the total subscription 
to the five issues of United States war bonds was 
only a little more than $26,000,000,000 the volun- 
tary gifts of the people to national patents 
causes assume startling significance. 


Profiteering is frequently branded as one chief 
cause of the high cost of living. Income taxes, 
excess profits taxes, decreased production, extrav- 
agance, have been justly cited by analysts as fac- 
tors contributing to the difficulty of making in- 
comes cover expenses. But up to date the volun- 
tary gift of nearly $4,000,000,000 from private 
purses to public philanthropies has been ignored. 
It is evident that such a sum—more than double 


aroused such protest—cannot be ignored. 


The public gave these vast amounts presumably 
for three reasons. First, to help win the war; sec- 
ond, to satisfy consciences; third, to provide for the 
future by upbuilding the morale of the nation 
through religious and educational work. They gave 
for the most part gladly because they believed the 


the causes were and are worthy of support. But 
the fact remains that vast sums were diverted 
from family budgets and the budgets were corre 
spondingly strained. 

The high cost of giving has undoubtedly been 
a factor in the high cost of living. When one 
ponders on the latter it may prove of comfort to 
realize that the same conditions which make the 
struggle for existence a strenuous one have devel- 
oped traits of character which are a credit to the 
nation. 

The public has grumbled at high costs, and de- 
manded and received higher wages, but hearts as 
well as heads and hands have been at work. If 
we may believe the promise as to bread cast upon 
the waters, the American people have a heavy 
tonnage on the way back to port.

pee how sensitive the patient ia Tests 
are made with pollen extracts diluted 
as little as 1 to 100, with other dilutions

Having determined the smallest dose 
which will cause a reaction treatment 
to decrease sensitiveness is begun. The 
treatment consists in getting the patient 
used to this pollen by injecting him hy- 
podermically with very small doses of 
it—doses too small to cause any reac- 
tion. If time is pressing the injections 
should be given at four day intervals. 
If there is plenty of time the interval 
should be one week, The amount inject- 
ed should 
week, After many treatments the pa- 
tient becomes so aceustomed to pollens 
that he ne longer reacts to them, 

If a case comes on at the hay fever 
season and has the typical symptoms 
of hay fever it can ysualiy be presumed 
that the case is one of hay fever and 
the only testing that need be done is 
for sensitiveneas to pollen.

TO GET A PASSPORT, 3 

Chicago, April 22.—[To the Friend of 
the People.J—In regard to the inquiry 
about visiting Bohemia from C. P. 

If he is a citizen of the United States 
he should apply at room 600 federa] build- 
ing for an American passport. If he is 
an alien he should secure a passport from 
the consular representative of his own 
government and should have that pass- 
port viséed by the consuls of the coun- 


\tries through which he must travel to 


reach his European destination. He 
should also secure a certificate of com- 
pliance with the alien,income tax regu- 
lations. He will be permitted to depart 
from the United States upon exhibiting 
@ passport and the income tax certificate 
to the collector of customs at the port of 
departure. 

No guarantee can be gtven that any 
alien will be readmitted to the United 
States, but previous residence here is a 
point in his favor when he seeks to re- 
turn to this country, ,

The immigration regulations place severe 
restrictions on the coming of children under 
the age of 16 years te the United States un- 
less accompanied by one or beth parents or 
destined to one or both parents in this coun- 


In this instance, however, I believe the re- 
strictions will be modified by the fact that 
your brother is an orphan and is coming to 
hig nearest of kin. He should secure an Aus- 
trian passport and have it indorsed by the 
nearest. United States consu!! 

Such a passport is necegsary to admission, 


but does not guarantee admission, as that 
questions can only be determined after per- 
sonal inspection by immigration officers at 
an American port of entry. 

You can send your brother an affidavit in 
duplicate setting forth your occupation and 


income, real and personal property owned, . 


bonds deposited, investments, ete., and your 
guarantee that he will be sent to school un- 
til he reaches the age of 16 years; wilt be 
provided with a proper home, and not per- 
mitted to become a public charge while he 
remains in the United States.

THAT JAP NAVAL BASE. 
Chicago, April 21.—-(Editor of The Trib- 
une.]-~-My attention is just called to a 
letter published by you last week in 
which its writer takes exception to a pub- 
lic statement of my own that in 1911 the 
Japanese government, through the in- 
strumentality of a private Japanese cor- 
poration, had bargained for control of 
Magdalena bay. The letter cited an as- 
surance from our own secretary of state 
that no evidence of such a transaction 
was to be found in his department. If 
a bargain between Japan and Mexico for 
a@ naval base to be used against us were 
actually concluded, it is hardly to be sup- 
posed that the papers would be filed with 
the United States secretary of state. The 
writer might have gone further and cited 
also the Japanese disclaimer published 
after our own government had taken ac- 
tion, If, however, BE. HB. B. will look at 
the press reports of the time, he will not 
be so sanguine in hig conclusion, and if 
he will examine the congressional rec- 
ords he may change his mind. In 1912 the 


| United States senate, in secret executive 


session, investigated the evidence with 
the result that it uttered to Japan the 
solemn threat and warning contained in 
the resolution of Senator Lodge: 

Resolved, That when any harbor or other 
place in the American continents is“so situ- 
ated that the occupation thereof for naval or 


nieation or safety of the United States, the 
government of the United States could not 
see without grave concern the possession of 
such harbor or place by any corporation or 
association which has such a relation to an- 
other government, not American, so as to 
give that government power or control for 
military purposes. 

WilPany American, without possessing 
the most convincing proof to the con- 
trary, believe that the senate would ‘have 
uttered that challenge and ‘threat to a 
friendly power without the fullest justi- 
fication? Mr. Alfred Bushnell Hart, the 
highest authority ypon the Monroe doc- 
trine, writes that notwithstanding the 
disclaimer by Japan, “ The belief remains 
that if nothing had been said about the 
matter, if the United States had fone on 
her way without remonstrance, the Japa- 
nese government would soon have been 
in possession of a coaling station on the 
Mexican coast.” 

The Japanese do not wish war with tho 
United States if it oan be avoided. But 
they see no way to avoid war. Japan is 


‘suffocating for tillable land. The Phil- 


ippines are almost equal in territory to 
Japan, and Incomparably of greater nat- 
ural resources. Unless Japan drives 
America from her possegaions in the Pa- 
cific, Japan must remain out of the sun: 
an Asiatic, second class power. She be- 
lieves her genius entitles her to a pros- 
perous place among the first great na- 
tions. The treaty of Versailles, without 
a whimper of protest from our incom-

Seeing we were left alone and the ban- 
dits were many, I decided that non- 
resistance was best, so handed the gun 
ack to Andru, who put it back in the 
wadbamd. I walked on up to the chairs. 
Mrs. Shelton and the children were 
wouching down behind them, calling 
me to get down, as shots were flying 
allabout.

January 4, Sunday, I started my 
diary and have kept it up to datdé to 
Feb. 14, as it is the only way I have of 
keeping a record of time. Seven weeks 
today and I am still a priscner and 
dikely to remain one indefinitely. 

That Sun@ay morning they came to 

me and asked me to write a setter say- 
ing that if soldiers were sent efter 
them I would pay the penalty, and I 
didn’t write it. Only one man had been 
wounded in the fighting, shot through 
the ankle. I tended to him and he is 
léng since well. He is very grateful. 
I spent the morning estimating what 
they had got the previous day, includ- 
ing the animals and all my things. It 
amounts to about $1,800. The headman 
[Lee Lao Pan]—lI learned later he was 
Yang Tien Fu himself—says that the 
governor has his family in jail in the 
capital and that he doesn’t wish to 
harm me, but to see if he can injure 
the governor in any way. I suppose I 
can do no better from here on than to 
copy my diary, though it seems out of 
place now; but it will serve to show 
the state of things from day to day.

Hears from Family. 


Monday 6th—Started on at noon 
Sunday and traveled until near night. 
Heard a bugle call and stopped on a 
mountain until dark. A man had just 
been to see what Mrs. Shelton and th 
children .were doing. Said they we 
waiting Loa Ya Guan; said the ban- 
dits would take me down next day. At 
dark they went to the village and 
stopped with confederates. They were 
much afraid of meeting soldiers.

I was very sick and vomited all the 
morning. They want, as conditions of 
my release, 120 guns, charge of the 
road from Yunnan to Dali Fu.

They all smoke all the opium 
they want, have all kinds of guns, but 
are short on cartridges. I have counted 
nineteen kinds of guns and*eight kinds 
of pistols and revolvers from old fire- 
locks down to the most modern rifles 
and Colt’s automatic .45 pistols.

Richard Henry Little, who was a 


' war correspondent of THE TRIBUNE, 


just back from Europe, yesterday con- 
veyed the above information to his 
fellow members of the Press Club of 
Chie ‘ago in a noonday talk. He was 
discussing the reasons for the failure 
of bolshevik propaganda to find root 
among the Germans. 

People less orderly than. the Ger- 
mans he said, would have long ago 
succumbed to the flood of propaganda 
which emissaries of Lenine and Trotz- 
ky have been sending out and to the 
political and economic pressure that 


the new Kussfu government is bring- 
ing to bear. This he believes may yet 
be successful if the present policies of 
France and England, which are taking 
hope away from the German people, 
are adhered to. 

Mob Keeps Off Grass. 
‘Speaking on this subject he said: 
“The German people’s love of order 

may yet save them. I have seen a 
wild eyed mob of thousands come 
storming down a streetin Berlin. They 
come tb a park and instead of tramp- 
ling across it as they would do in Rus- 
sia or France, they stop, form in line, ; 
and take to the sidewalks. The sign 
‘Verboten’ is-enough for them.” 
' Mr. Little paid high tribute to the 
efficiency and lor of the 33d division 
composed of Illinois national guards. 
“The Reds control Russia absoiute- 
ly,” he said, “They. have built up 
what is probably the most remarkabie 
military machine in the history of the. 
world and their success in war and in 
gaining control of the country cannot 
be denied. ‘ White’ officers, scientists, 
and business men are almost all back 
in the Red fold. ‘Their country, right 
or wrong, is still their country,’ to mis-

Only Shoes to Blame. 

The folly of it is that the troubles 
are not the trifling ills of a misplaced 
vanity. .The general vigor and. general 
health are impaired when anything 
that interferes with foot and leg ease is 
adopted. 

In almost every instance foot 
troubles have only shoes and one’s bad 
sense in the choice of them to blame. 
They are responsible for corns, callosi- 
ties, jammed and crowded toes, ingrow- 
ing toe nails, flat feet, bunions, broken 
arches, perspiring feet, and cold feet, 
the latter due to the inability of the 
blood to circulate freely. — 

The best kind of shoe is the shoe 
that conforms to the shape of the foot, 
the shoe that allows for freedom of the 
toes; it should fit snugly at the instep, 
and the inside line of thie shoe must 
allow the great toe to lie straight for- 
ward instead of crowded inward against 
the other toes—which, it may be re

For an inflamed bunion, a hot foot 
hath, followed by a hot compress of 
witch. hazel. will afford relief. If that 
is not sufficient to give relief, paint 
the affected part with carbolic acii, 
iodine, and glycerin—two drams of 
each. 

In its early stages the displaced joint 
may be worked back in place with me- 
thodical manipulation of the toe to 
strengthen the muscles and bind it at 
night with a light splint hack into nor- 
mal place. If badly displaced an oper. 
ation is necessary. 

Refreshing to Weary Fect. 

An alcohol rub will be found refresh: | 
ing to weary feet. If they are swollen 
give them a foot bath in which is dis- 
solved one ounce of alum. two ounces 


| of rock salt, and two ounces of borax. 


For soft corns between the toes try 


the sulphur treatment. Dust sulphur 


between the toes. Keep the feet dry 
and free from perspiration. 

To a hard corn apply this: Extract 
of cannibas indica, fifteen grains; sali- 
cylic acid, one dram; flexible collodion, 
one ounce. Mix weil and paint the 
corn with a camel's hair brush. 
peat every night until corn disappears. 

And then, if you do not wish a re. 
eurrence of any or all of the above 
troubles, wear shoes that are sane and 
sensible and stockings that are not 
ehort.

public taste in homes is im- 
. proving as fast as that in furni- 


ture. There was a time not so 

long ago when chairs and tables 
could not find favor unless they were 
covered with machine carvings and fig 
saw “designs,” which broke the natural 
lines of the object and obscured the 
natural beauty of the wood of which 
it was made. The horrible stuff of the 
“black walnut” age is the best ex- 
ample of this misdirected energy. 
Black walnut is really one of the most 
‘beautiful of woods, but its reputation 
was ruined and its use stopped for 
decades by the senseless demand for 
so-called “ ornament.” 

Now we have gone back to simple, 
dignified lines, graceful proportions, 
and styles that show the natural 
. beauty of the wood. 

It is the same with houses. There 
was a period when builders insisted on 
covering every house with “ ginger- 
bread.” The advice which Senator 
Copper gave his architects, according 
to Wallace Irwin, was copied, in lesser 
degree, by nearly every one: | 

Build it new-fangled, 

Scalloped and angled, 

Fine, like a wedding cake, garnished with 
pills, 
Gents, do your dtty, 


Trot out your bDeswty. 
Gimme my money's worth, I'll pay the bills. 


In contrast to this attitude, the mod- 
ern home owner demands simplicity 
and durability. He wants a house 
that is permament and looks perma- 
nent: one whose restful beauty will not 
tire him or vex his neighbors. If in 
addition to these qualities he can get 
something new in the way of design, 
he counts himself fortunate indeed. 

The house here shown meets all 
these requirements. Of hollow tile, 
covered with stucco, it is built to last 
forever, and looks that way.. But it 
cannot last long enough to make any 
one wish it were gone. The fine pro- 
portions, the simple lines, the Greek 
columns of the entrance porch, the 
wrought iron balcony above, showing 
like tracery against the light colored 
stucco, the Iattices which hood the 
double French windows of the living 
room—all these elements and many 
others combine to make a beauty that 
is homey, comfortable, satisfying. 

The classic entrance porch near the 
corner prepares the visitor for “ some- 
thing different,” and the promise is 
fulfilled by the interior. You enter a 
vestibule, with a coat closet on one 
hand and a door leading to the stair 
hall and kitchen on the other. In front, 
reached through another door, is the 
splendid big living room, 30 feet long

HE blouse, No. 9623, has a fitted 
belt at a rather low waist line, 
| which will be becoming to many 
‘women. The blouse‘is not hard 
to make, and is cut to slip on over the 
head, which does away with the work 
of many buttonholes. 
The belt should be embroidered, also 
the sleeve and neck edges, and it will 
not be a bad idea to fit the belt from 
a piece of old muslin first, so no alter- 
ing will be needed in the blouse belt. 
The embroidery on the belt should be 
done before it is attached to the blouse, 
and it will be necessary to outline the 
finishing lines, top and bottom, with 


_a basting thread, in order to have the 


design come just inside the lines. The 
same idea must be followed around the 
neck and sleeves. . 

There are most attractive embroid- 
ery designs of all kinds of shapes in 
books on the subject, published by the 
different pattern companies. | 
No. 9627 is a pretty, girlish design 
for a challis, silky or serge dress for 
the cool days, which we frequently 
have during the spring and summer. 
This design is suitable also for many

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Chicago Prepares 
Uniform Traffic 
Rules for U. S. 


Legisla tive Action of 


Every State Asked in 
Big Plan.

ATIONAL unification of traffic 
rules—nothing less will satisfy 
the army of automobile and 


N truck operators, police depart- 


ment heads, transportation officials, 


and busihedgs “men who, through 


Chieago Association of Commerce, are 
launching:the biggest legislative move- 
ment ever attempted to secure that 
end. 

Following months of work, includ- 
ing the collection and analyzation of 
the traffic regulations of every state 
and ‘municipality, 


hundreds of police and state offi- 


¢clals whose appeals for aid in the 


movement have come from every part 
of the country, and a systematic study 
of traffic problems, the Chicago asso- 
ciation is ready to submit its basic 
recommendations to each state legis- 
lature. 


The suggestions, embodying the best 

- Jaws selected from state and city stat- 
utes, cover but five general regula- 
tions. If accepted by all of the states, 
they will make a nationally uniform 
traffic system covering speed limits, 
signaling, passing vehicles, lights, and 
traffic signs. The scores of lesser reg- 
ulations needed to promote safety and 
facilitate motor transportation will be 
left entirely in the hands of local au- 
thorities until they can be worked 
out gradually from the national stand- 
_petnt and submitted to the state solons 
in supplemental statutes. The Chi- 
cago committee believes that it will 
take five years of steady work and 
promotion to complete the entire sys- 
tem. 

Few radical changes in existing state 
and city laws are proposed in the brief 
which will be sent out this week to 
1,000. or more civic organizations in 
every state for legislative action. The 
speed limit outside of city limits has 
been set at thirty miles an hour instead 

of the twenty-five now generally in 
force. Simple and comprehensive siz- 
nals have been outlined for the safety 
of both driver and pedestrian. The 
rules propose to create a national law 
forbidding any vehicle to pass a street 
car not in motion or to pass on the left 
side of a street car in motion and to 
install uniform and permanent traffic

RULES PROPOSED FOR | 
SAFETY ON HIGHWAYS 


Here, briefly, are the general traffic 
regulations which will become national 
laws if state legislatures lend their 
support to Chicago’s dig highway 
safety plan: 


SPEED.

Not to exceed fifteen miles an hour 
in residence districts.

SIGNALING.

Where whistle signals are used, one 
blast will release north and south 
traffic; two blasts east and west traffic.

PASSING LAWS. 


In passing, vehicles must give a full 
and equal share of the road.

Vehicles overtaking street cars in 
motion, pass to the right. Stop at least 
ten feet to the rear of any street cur 
halted to take on or discharge passen- 
gers, no matter how wide the street. 


LIGHTS. 


All vehicles must carry lights from 
sunset to one hour before sunrise. 
Vehicles other than those motor driven 
must carry one lighted lamp visible 
from both front and rear. Motorcycles 
and motor bicycles, one white front 
light and rear red light. All other mo- 
tor vehicles, one light on each side 
showing white lights only to the front, 
one lamp showing red light to the rar. 
No colored lights of any kind may be 
shown to the front and all lights must 
be visible for 200 feet. Dimmers must 
be used on glaring lights within 500 
feet of approaching vehicles..

A Washington 
tourist, preparing for a two years’ 
trip, fashioned this steel cabinet to 
solve his luggage problems. 


valves sticking, valves requiring fre. 
quent grinding and misfiring due to 
irregularities in the valve action. 

The only safe way an owner can 
tell whether a vaive head is warped 
or badly pitted or a stem bent or badly 
carbonized is to remove the valve, ex- 
amine it, and measure it. While the 
compression test is all right to check 
losses due to poor valve seating, it 
must first be determined that there is 
no leakage elsewhere, as for example, 
around the cylinder head joint or valve 
plugs if such be used, or past poorly 
fitting pistons or rings, or due to worn 
cylinders. 

After a valve is removed by means of 
a valve spring compressor permitting 
the valve seat support to be slipped 
out, it should first be carefully cleaned 
by immersion in kerosene, then wiped 
with a clean cloth. Examine the face 


of the valve for small black spots. 


ee the valve upright on @ level sur- 
face and measure four or five distances 
from head to plate. This will give you 
A good check on the trueness of the 


head. A variation that can be meas- 


ured with an ordinary rule may be 


taken as being enough to cause poor 


valve seating, hence leakage of mixture 
past the valve when _ is closed. A 
valve with a warped head should be 
‘replaced. 


Test the stem for straightness. Place 


the stem on a level plate, while the 


head of the valve hangs over the edge 
of the plate. The eye can instantly 
detect if the stem is not straight. If 
itis bent a little it may be straightened 
in a vise. A bent stem may cause the 
valve to stick open or it also may 
cause it to return to its seat too slow- 
ly. If the valve stem is straight it 
should be checked for diameter. The 
best way to do this is first to polish 
the stem with a piece of emery cloth 
and then try it in its particular guide. 


| Place it in the guide (when the tappet 


is all the way down) and, holding one 
hand on the stem and the other on the 
head (to force the valve against its 
Seat) feel for side play. There should 
be none percepitible. If the valve stem 
can be shaken in its guide it will allow 
oil to leak down and air to leak up. 
You may notice that there is oil al! 
around the valve springs and the tap 
pets and on the side of the engine on 


which the valves are located. That oil! 


usually comes out through the valve 
Suides, which, by the way, may them- 
selves be worn. It is possible in some 


cases where detachable guides are used | 


to install a new guide to fit the worn 
stem, but where this construction is not 
used a valve with an oversize stem 
must be obtained and fitted to the 
guide. It should be just free enough 
so it falls to its seat after being lifted 
about an inch. 

At the same time that the valves are 
tested for the defects mentioned the 
valve springs should be measured and 
examined. A weak spring is likely to 


cause alot of trouble. Place the spring

tice if it is out of shape or smaller than 
any of the others. Usually you can 
stretch and bend the spring 80 it will 
return to its normal shape, but where 
the spring temper is lost bending does 
prevent the spring from falling into 
almost any position when in use. Ifa 
spring is known to be weak because 
of weakened metal the best thing to do 
is to get a new spring, or as a tem- 
porary measure put a lot of washers 


under it to compress it still more 60 
as to get a little added pressure. 
When the valves are out of the en- 
gines and the heads are badly carbon- 
ized grinding is resorted to to ramke 
the joint between face and seat ac- 
curate. In the shops the grinding is 
a matter of a few minutes because 
the valve is refaced with a special 
tool and the valve seat has a new sur- 
face cut with a reseating tool. Then 
the valves are ground as a sort of 


finish operation. Without these tools 
compound must .be used to grind the 
valve to its seat. Vaive grinding com- 
pound may be bought at any supply 
store. A little of it. is spread. over 
the face of the valve, the valve placed 
in its. proper position, and a valve 
grinding tool or screwdriver or brace 
is used to oscillate the valve until the 
face and seat are an even gray: tone. 
The valves are removed occasionally

When to Spray. 
Several sprayings are usually neces- 
sary to control some of the insects, 
such as the codling moth. The proper 
time to apply the first summer spray 
or the cluster bud spray is when the 
blossom or flower buds begin to sep- | 
arate and show their pink petals. It 
must be done when the buds first show 
pink and before the petals unfold. 
This is usually about five days before 
the tree bursts into bloom. Quick 
work is necessary in order to do the 
most effective spraying. The trees 
should be examined daily and when the 
right stage is reached the spraying 
should be started immediately. Any 
delay may give the trees time to come 
into full bloom. Spraying should not. 
be done after the blossoms open. 
Commercial concentrated lime-sul- 
phur has been tried out for several 
years. It is now generally accepted as | 
being the most satisfactory spraying , 
solution and is recommended by or. . 
chardists in practically all fruit grow- | 
ing sections. For the first spraying of

pounds of arsenate of lead paste or 
one pound of the powdered arsenate of 
lead. They find it one of the most ef- 
fective sprays in combating the apple 
scab, spring canker worm, plum cur- 
culio, bud moth, and tent caterpillar. 
It is almost impossible to keep these in- | 
sects in check where the cluster bud 


spray is omitted. 


Fight Both Types. 


Where the orchardist is not thor 
oughly familiar with the common in- 
eects of both the biting and sucking 
types, combination spray solutions 
ehould be used. This is advisable 
where such troublesomhe and destruc- 
tive pests as thie greenish or pink plant 
lice, which include the green, rosy, and 
oat aphis, are to be dealt with. They 
cause a curling of the leaves and in- 
jure the fruit. They can be controlled 
by adding about one-half pint of 40 per 
cent nicotine sulphate to the lime- 
sulphur solution, and in this way the 
first spraying can be done in one oper- 


ation. 


The second spray, or calyx cup spray, 
is applied after the petals fall, using 
the same spraying material as in the 
first application. Both the cluster bud 
spray and the calyx cup spray are vl- 
tally necessary and it is dangerous to 
omit either of them, but the latter is 
the most important fruit spray of the/ 
feason. It is this application that 80 
«effectively catches the first brood of 
apple worm or larvae of the codling 
moth and apple scab, and is also valu- 
able in checking the losses from the 
later broods of the apple worm. The 
curculio and canker worm are kept | 


under eontrol by this second spray. 
Don’t Spray Tree in Bloom. 


Wait until practically all of the pet- 
nls have fallen before spraying the sec- 
ond time, for if the tree ig sprayed 
while it is in full bloom the stamens 
nd pistil, the little stems projecting 
ym the center of the flower, fill and 


As a re 
sult, the poison cannot reach the cav- 
ity. In this cup is the meeting place 
of the codling moth worms, where they 
old their spring celebrations and eat 
iheir first meal. Spraying hile the 
ree is in bloom may also prévent set- 
ting of the fruit, and, too, after about 
two thirds of the petals have fallen

Spraying material should be kept on 
and, for it is usually advisable to 
‘eep spraying during the summer, in 
der to avoid losses that fre caused 
y the later broods of coddling moth, 
ad apple blotch, curculio, and canker 
worm. A safe plan is followed by most 
growers, who make the second codling 
moth spray and the first blotch spray 
in about two weeks after the calyx- 
cup spray.

. MAKING BUTTONHOLES., 
rF you are not accustomed to making 
buttonholes, it will be wise to prac- 
tice on cloth that works easily (does 
not ravel), folding it double and 
basting around the edges to keep them 
together. The distance a buttonhole is 


cut from the edge of a hem depends on. 


the garment, but they never should be 
néarer than one-fourth of an inch. In 
shirtwaisise and men’s shirts they are 


, Gut lengthwixe in the middle of the 
plait and are worked around each end. 


Buttonholes that are cut horizontally 
to the hem are generally barred across 
the inside end, 

If a button is flat, the buttonhodle 
should measure one-eighth of an inch 
more than the diameter of the button; 
if it is dome shaped, it will need to be 
a little longer. A good way is to use a 
pair of scissors with a set screw and 
try on a scrap of cloth. A buttonhole, 


if cut too long, does not stay fastened 


well, and it is apt to pull out in time if 


‘cut too short. 

The slit should be cut perfectly 
etraight to a thread on the warp or 
woof, as the case may be, and the 
position of each buttonhole marked 
on the garment before cutting any. 
Use a mow 54 neil or a piece of French 
chalk that been well sharpened to 
mark each hole, and cut exactly on 
the marks. If materials fray, it isa 
good idea to first overcast around the 
edge from the wrong side, taking tiny 
stitches. 

The stitch is worked from right to 
left, beginning at the end farthest 
from the edge, Take the two threads 
at the eye of the needle and bring 
them toward you at the right of the 
needle and under the point from you, 
drawing the needle through and mak- 


ing a knot or purl at the tip edge of 
the slit. Continue in this way, keep- 
ing the stitches an even depth and 
perhaps a thread of the material as 
the width between them, making the 
stitches lie flat. 

If the thread should break or prove 
too short, put the needle through the 
slit to the wrong side and fasten. After 
threading the needle again insert it in 


the side of the last stitch, drawing the 


thread up through the last Knot or 
purl, and proceed as before. 

On heavy cloth and where shank 
buttons are used the end of the slit 
nearest the edge is rounded so that 
the button will rest flatly in the button- 
hole. First stitch close to the mark- 
ing for the buttonhole on each side, 
then cut the marked place, and, taking 
some sharp pointed scissors, cut the 
tiniest possible clip just beyond the 
stitching on each side, making the cut 
diagonal to the slit. Then make a 
third clip directly fn front of the front 
end of the slit. Around this little place 


cut from one end to the other, and be 
sure not to cut it too deep. A button- 
hole punch is fine for this, but a little 
practice will make it possible to do it 
without. 

Overeast the buttonhole on the 
wrong side, and then, before working 
the buttonhole on the right side, thread 
an extra needie and have the twist 
double. Insert the needle in the cloth 
at the end where you are to start work- 
ing; bringing it to the right side and 
just the depth of the buttonhole stitch 
below the slit. Put the needle through 
again from the right to the wrong side, 
at the opposite end of the slit, and let 
it hang while working. This double 
thread makes a bar to work the button- 
aaee stitch over and strengthens the 

ole. 
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TORTILLAS AND TAMALES. 
OS ANGELES, Cal.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.]—Spanish cookery 
has the name of having screams 
of seasonings. Good Spaniards 
will deny that, the chile or chili 
correctly prepared is hot. One 
such, in the Mexican section of Los 
Angeles, who sold me two Spanish cook 
books, aaid that.chileg were nv: hot 
if the veins were removed. Her state- 
ments about seasonings seemed to lack 
something of verity, since just next 
door to the book store were Mexican 
groceries and bakeries, in the latter 
of which there were from forty to fifty 
glass cans of herbs, most used for sea- 
soning. In the grocery there were open 
bins of strange roots, as well as of 
corn and beans, 

The pursuit of Spanish and Mex!- 
can cookery, which I have kept up for 
the last month, was at first discour- 
aging. One of the reasons for this is 
that poor cooking and dirty surround- 
ings make the characteristic dishes, 
or th presumably so, exceedingly 
unattractive. For instance, some Mex- 
ican bread and cake I purchased here 
was rather pretty to look at, of inter- 
esting shapes and ornamentation, with 
sweet garnishing, but the batters and 
doughs had soured before the baking. 


Diego there was a bin of shelled white 
corn, each kernel as large as an Ox 
tooth. The owner told me that it was 
steeped in lime water to 1..ake tortilla. 
In an indescribably soft voice he pro- 
nounced the word “ tor-tee-ya,” but I 
could not bring myself to eat the eoom> 
ing of the place. 
Tortillas for the Trade. 

' Here in Los Angeles I have seen 


and baking tortillas for the trade. In 
the shedlike room there was a large 
tub of corn soaking in lime water, an- 
other tub of hulled corn and a hopper 
in which this was ground, while in an- 
other tub was piled a soft dough of the 
color of clay. It looked sour. Each 
woman took a portion of this on a 
wide slanting blackish stone, about the 
size of a small wash board, and with 
a roller of the same rough hewn stone 
worked the dough a little at a time 
until it was as smooth as velvet. Since 
her two utensils were exactly of the 
stone age in crudeness, it seemed re- 
markable that anything could be made 
so smooth between them but, after 
all, they were an upper and a nether 
millstone. | 

After a portion of the dough had 
been rubbed thus smooth, and to one 
end of the stone, the maker wet her 
hands, took up a piece, made it into 
a ball, then flattened this by patting 
and tossing from hand to hand until 
it was wafer thin and much larger 
than her palm. Half a dozen motions

On a Spanish Menu. 

At a Spanish inn here in Los Angeles, 
the regular 50 cent dinner consists of 
tamales, chili con carne, enchiladas, 
frijoles, sopa de Arroz, tortillas de maiz, 
cafe, “te.” Frijoles are the Mexican 
beans quite universally served with 
chile con carne, but always separately. 
However, you can get beans in the 
Mexican eating places with chili, just 
as chile con carne is meat with chili. 

For “100 cents,” 
you can have the above with soup, ouse. 
salad, and chili with cheese (chili con 
Queso). “Arroz” is rice cooked much 
as the Italians cook it, and chili may 
be added to it. On the menu a la carte 
there is California chicken tamale, 
Texas tamale, same with chill gravy,

Add chopped ripe or 
green olives and the Worcestershire 
sauce. Melt fat in an iron frying pan, 
remove from fire, add flour, another 
teaspoon of salt, and chili powder, 
mixed, and stir until 
smooth. Add tomatoes slowly and 
bring to the boiling point, stfrring 
constantly. Add finely chopped onion 
and meat. Pour one-third of corn meal 
mixture in bottom of greased casserole 
or baking dish. * Pour tomato and meat 
mixture over this and covgr with re- 
maining corn meal. Baké thirty to 
forty-five minrtes tn a moderate oven.

“One-half cup of seedless raisins 
may be used instead of olives if desired.
